School drug program successful

The pilot program in drug abuse and 
alcohol prevention through educational 
classes in the elementary grades that 
was instituted in September in the class 
curriculum at Maryville School has 
proven very successful, according to 
Jack Mulach, school principal 

“Students have been very receptive 
to this new concept in the classroom 
and will openly discuss drugs by name 
or slang reference, the principal added. 

Film strip and slide presentations are 
shown to pupils in the fourth, fifth and 
sixth grades on all phases of drug and 
alcohol consumption and prevention 
Following the viewing, the students 
enter into discussions With teachers 
and, at times, provide information not 
known by adults, Mulach said. 

Since this program was started, in all 


classes the teachers have a positive at- 
titude as to its value and said they did 
not realize how much the young 
students knew about drugs. 

Pupils are asked to, find adver- 
tisements: relating to cigarettes or 
alcohol and put them together in 
booklets as references as to what the 
habit can lead to. If a discussign is in 
an English class, they are required to 
write themes on the drugs .and_ its 
prevention, thus encouraging an in- 
vestigative drive to find all information 
available. 

The teachers are so pleased with the 
new program that they volunteer their 
time to attend workshops at 8 a.m. 
some days to review all aspects of the 
project. There is no cost for the pro- 
gram, since the state provides informa- 
tional material for study. 

“We also are sent material from the 


office of (Harold E.) ‘Gene’ Briggs, 
regional superintendent of schools, and 
from Piasa Self-Care, Inc., Madison 
County Council, whose prevention coor- 
dinator is Mrs. Jean Schram,” Mulach 
explained. 

As the program has progressed, 
several meetings have been conducted 
with parents for their opinions and in- 
put in the pilot project. “I think the 
parents were most concerned that 
drugs might be distributed on the 
playground by some unknown person 
who might give the youngsters candy 
laced with a drug or stickers that are 
applied to the skin and cause a reaction 
through the glue. To my knowledge this 
is not happening at Maryville school,”” 
Mulach said. 

Basically, the subject is introduced in 
health and science classes. In the

The IEPA cautions against premature nervousness, 
but the wait is unpleasant and now has been extended, 
perhaps unnecessarily. 

In September; the state IEPA promised that com- 
Ree cr cs, test results to determine the possible ef- 
‘fects of local high lead exposure would be ready in late 
February or early March. Last October, the state ap- 
proached the U.S. EPA for financial help on a portion 
of the project — the segment intended to identify the in- 
dustrial source of the lead violations. It took until last 
week for funds to be approved. 

While some phases of the project continue and 
naturally hit their own scientific snags, decisions 


which can be made quickly, for the protection of 
everyone’s health, should be made quickly. 

For at least five years, we have lived with high air 
lead readings Last fall — as medical researchers ad- 
vance theories about a possible. link between learning 
disabilities and elevated blood lead levels — results 
were promised. Now we are told to wait until May, at 
least. 

But as Jong as'the public continues to apologize to 
their employers for clean air standards, as long as city, 
state and federal officials hunt for loopholes instead of 
thoughtfully investigating potential problems, we may 
continue to wait.

Offers suggestions to save jurors’ time 


To the Editor: 

Last week I had my first 
experience of serving on 
jury duty. When I received 
the notice for jury duty I was 
looking forward to seeing 
how our judicial system 
works. I know little more 
now than I did before, other 
than a lot of time and money 
is wasted. q 


My first day I was to 
report at 9 a.m. at the 
Granite City Court. After 
searching for a parking 
place without a meter or a 
two-hour limit sign, I finally 
joined approximately 40 
other people outside of the 
courtroom. There we waited 
for about an hour. 


Finally we were called into 
the courtroom and roll call 
was taken. A group of us was 
chosen for the first case, a 
civil suitz. After lunch the 
questioning of the jury was 
completed and the case was 
started. We finished the first 
day at about 4:45 p.m. The 
jurors were to report the 
next morning at 9:30. The 
people not chosen for our 


jury were to report at 1:30 
that afternoon. 

After searching again fora 
parking place, our case con- 
tinued. ‘We returned after 
lunch to a hall full of people. 
When we were finally called 
into the courtroom sometime 
later, we were told that the 
civil case had been settled. 

The judge told us to wait 
while he tried to line up 
another case for us> After 
waiting about an hour, the 
judge told us we were 
dismissed for the day and to 
report to the Edwardsville 
courthouse the next day, that 
they needed jurors there. 

Reporting to Edwardsville 
courthouse at 9:30, I had the 
parking space search again. 
At least in Edwardsville they 
have a couple of parking lots 
near the courthouse. 

When I entered the jury 
waiting room, it was wall to 
wall people, I would guess 
about 150. Roll call . was 
taken, then our wait began. 

After waiting all morning, 
at 11:45, we were released 
for lunch to report back at 1 
o'clock and then four groups 


of jurors were to be picked. 
Needless to say,‘ 1 o'clock 
came and went and still we 
sat without any information 
being given to us. 

At about 2:30, they came 
and called 50 some odd peo- 
ple for a jury. Then we were 
told that the other four. cases 


* had been settled out of court, 


so we were released from 
any other jury duty ‘and 
could go home. 

For three days I and many 
others sat for hours and 
hours without a word of ex- 
planation, Not one word 
were told of why court was 
being delayed, either in 
Granite City or Edward- 
sville. You just sit, on very 
hard chairs, wondering what 
was going on. and getting 
more agitated by the minute. 

My experience was not 
unusual. Many of the people 
in our group who had served 
on jury duty before spent 
that time sitting and never 
being on a case. ; 

In Edwardsville, I heard 
one man say that his job did 
not pay employees when 


they were on jury duty. One - 


juror said we received pay * 
for our time, but I had no 
idea how much. No court of- 
ficial had ever mentioned 
any pay. When we were 
released from jury duty, we: 
were told that our checks 
would be mailed to us, but 
gain no mention of the 
jount. 
amount must be a better 
way to run our courts. I see 
why people who serve on 
jury duty once, hope they are 
lever called again. You feel 
like you have wasted your 
time and accomplished very 
little. 

I feel that any case that 
gets as far as the courtroom 
should have to: follow 
through to a jury decision.

In general, the IEPA cites lead 
smelters, battery manufacturers and 
iron and steel producers as possible en- 
vironmental lead sources. The body can 
either ingest or inhale léad, which can 
be absorbed by body tissues with possi- 
ble ill effects to blood production and 
kidney and neurological functions. 

The state began a three-phase study 
to analyze Granite City vegetable, soil, 
surface and underground water, air 
and blood samples last September. The 
study was spurred by late 1981 lead 
violations six times the State standard 
in four instances, and 20 times over the 
limit on another occassion. Numerous 
lesser violations also were recorded. 

Although completed test results were 
to be released in late February or early 
March, the state only recently received 
U.S. EPA approval for an $8,000 grant 
to break down air monitor results into 
unique “fingerprint” readings. The 
prints-should reveal the polluter, along 
with the pollution level. 

The‘ grant request was submitted to 
U.S. EPA officials in Chicago last Oc- 
tober. “They decided they needed 
premission from headquarters," 
Maloney said. The state’s request 
subsequently ‘sat in Washington until 
February, when Springfield was given 
the financial signal to proceed. No 
reason was given for the wait. 

Other segments of the study are in 
various orders of completion. Early in- 
to the projéct, Maloney said, the state 
devided not to release any piecemeal 

_results, due to possible misinterruption. 


One exception is expected to be the 
lead-level tests conducted on garden 
vegetables. Spring gardeners in 
possibly hazardous areas could be 
harvesting some crops before the 
state’s report is issued and Maloney 
hopes to get the message out to those 
people ahead of time. 


But a snag also has been reached in 
the Federal Drug Administration's 
analysis of the samples. Apparently no 
ready scale exists declaring lead- 
exposed vegetables safe or unsafe, or 
how much exposure is significant.

Also awaiting completion is the 
underground water quality testing seg- 
ment, after initial samples proved in- 
conclusive. The IEPA wants a 
“broader picture” than is possible with 
the city’s current testing wells and 
plans to drill its own wells. 

A review of the city’s public water, 
supply of the past several years reveal- 
ed no violations of state standards, 
Maloney stated. 

Soil analysis is apparently com- 
pleted, but results will not be.released 
at this time, Some school grounds were 
targeted by/soil samplers, who took test 
borings last October. 

Meanwhile, the 1982 lead level 
readings were “‘basically the same as 
in’ 1981,” according to Maloney, who 
rates last year’s average a “‘little bit 
down collectively.” . 

The single highest daily reading was 
6.2 micrograms per cubic meter at the 
new lead monitoring site in the 1700 
block of Cleveland Boulevard.

On Feb. 1, 
Battery Recyclers submitted a plan for 
revised lead-pollution precautions, 
which includes spraying and dust con-

The IEPA would like to see the Bat- 
tery Recyclers operations continue, 
since it is reducing the scrap pile and 
Taracorp is said to have limited finan- 
cial resources to combat the situation 
alone.

Empty lots in Madison 
may be turned into 
vegetable, gardens if 
Madison ¢city; council 
members have their way. At 
the regular meeting on Tues- 
day, Mayor Mike Sasyk sug- 
gest¢d that the owners of va- 
cant lots in the city grant 
permission for members of 
the community to plant 
gardens so that the elderly 
and economically disabled 
residents may reap the 
benefits of the program. 

According to Sasyk, 
similar programs have been 
successful throughout the 
country. ‘‘This is an outstan- 
ding progrjam,” he said. “If 
we can fet the various 
owners of |these lots to ap- 
prove the program, we can 
alow eligible people to come 
in and get the produce from 
the gardens,” he added. 

Sasyk hopes to engage 
youth workers from summer 
grant programs as well as 
volunteers to plow and main- 
tain the gardens. 


City council members 


voiced their approval of the 
plan, and ‘Sasyk indicated 
that residents may prove 
eligibility on a card plan 
basis. ‘We don’t-have all of 
the details worked out, but a 
committee .will look into the 
matter,” Sasyk stated. ‘We 
could ‘plant all sorts of 
vegetables and maybe some 
fruit trees. We'll see what 
happens,” he said. 

In other business, Sasyk 
announced the names of 12 
persons who already have 
been appointed to work on a 
committee to study plans for 
cable television in Madison.

& Co. stock brokerage case. 

U.S. District Judge Ed- 
ward L. Filippine also 
ordéred Brimberry’s 
$480,000 home near.

With many millions of 
dollars lost by Stix clients 
whose accounts were looted, 
Moline has been trying to 
recover all available assets.

7 get lotto 
grand prize 


Seven lotto players match- 
ed the six winning numbers 
drawn Feb. 26 and each won 
$54,501, sharing a grand 
prize pool of $381,507. 

Lottery Supt. Michael J. 
Jones said Monday the 
grand prize pool includes 
$234,094, about 50 percent of 
the total prize pool from Feb. 
26 as well as $147,410, ‘the 
“Rollover” from the Feb. 19 
selection in which there was 
‘no grand prize winner. 

~ Had only one player mat- 
ched the six winning 
numbers, that player would 
have won the lottery’s 
guaranteed minimum ‘$1 
million grand prize for a 
single winner. When there 
are multiple grand. prize 
winners, they share the ac- 
tual prize pool. 

. A total of 16,004 shared se- 
cond and third prize pools 
this time. 

Jones said 498 players 
shared the second prize pool 
by matching five of the six 
winning numbers. Each won 
$191.50 out of the total second 
prize pool of $95,367. 

A total of 15,506" players 
shared the total third prize 
pool of $139,554, with each 
winning $9. 

Lotto is the only pari- 
mutuel game offered by the 
Illinois State Lottery. 

While the daily game, pick 
4 and instant games have set 
prize structures, individual 
prizes in lotto depend on the 
amount of money bet and the 
number of players in each 
prize category 

Jones noted that the total 
prize pool for each week’s 
lotto is about 50 percent of 
the lotto sales during one of- 
ficial sales week. 

Most of the remaining 50 
percent is returned to the 
people of Illinois through the 
state’s general revenue 
fund, and is used for educa- 
tion and other human ser- 
vices programs. 

The grand prize pool is 
made up of about 50 percent 
of the total prize pool, plus 
any rollovér from weeks in 
which there was no grand 
prize winner 

The second prize pool is 
about 20 percent of the total 
prize pool, and the third 
prize pool is about 30 percent 
of the total prize pool. 

Jones said last week's lot- 
tery sales set a new record, 
reaching an estimated $9.6 
million, up about $255,000 
over the previous record set 
a week earlier. 

Last week's lotto sales — 
the second week of.the game 
— increased 27 percent from 
those in the game's first- 
week.

‘flux, SEMC has strict rules 
governing visiting hours, 
courtesy to patients and pa- 
tient mail to insure the best 
possible care and service for 
tients, 
ince there are many dif- 
ferent areas within the 
hospital, visiting hours may 
vary.

Visitors are asked to 


observe these visiting hours 
so patients will have ade- 
quate time for rest and treat 
ment and the hospital will 
have time for housekeeping 
and care, a spokesman said. 

When visiting|a patient at 
SEMC, guests are reminded 
to limit themselves to two 
visitors per patient: and to 
keep their visits short, plea- 
sant and cheerful, so the pa- 
tient does not ‘become over- 
tired. 

“Remember, |patients are 
hospitalized because they 
are not feeling ‘just right.’ 
While some socializing may 
be relaxing, too|much can be 
disturbing both physically 
and emotionally to either the 
patient being visited or his 
roommate,” the spokesman 
said. 

Visits from family and 
friends can help take pa- 
tients’. minds off their per- 
sonal troubles. Guests 
should discuss| things that 
will not upset the patient. A 
good visitor is good medicine 
for the patient. 

Many patients have 
special diets and, therefore,

If these 
types of gifts are being plan- 
ned, visitors should check 
with the nursing station 
before bringing them. 

‘Outside drugs, alcohol or 
other medication also are 
forbidden. The doctor and 
the hospital ‘will provide all 
medications the patient 
needs. 

The hospital also has rules 
regarding smoking, littering 
and sitting on beds. Visitors 
are not permitted to smoke 
in patient rooms, even if the 
patient is allowed to smoke. 
‘Tissues, wrapping paper and 
boxes should not be left 
behind after a visit. 

Even the most conscien- 
tious visitor- brings in dust, 
dirt and germs from the out- 
side and, therefore, should 
avoid sitting on the patient’s 
bed. Doing so only aids in the 
spread of infection. 

Chilren under 12’ years-of- 
age are not permitted on pa- 
tient floors and must remain 
in the hospital lobby under 
the supervision of an adult. 
For holidays, children are 
allowed* on patient floors 
with the permission from the 
floor supervisor, These in- 


-elude Thanksgiving, 


Christmas, Easter, Mother's 
Day and Father’s Day. 

Patient mail also can be a 
problem. - not only for the 
hospital associates, but if not 
addressed correctly can 
cause a delay in reaching the 
patient. * 

When sending mail, use 
the correct “‘given” name of 
the patient. For éxample, do 
not use “Mrs. John Jones.” 
Please address Mrs. Mary 
Jones.’’ Nicknames: also can 
cause problems, the 

esman noted. 

lany times there are 
more than-one patient with 
the same first and last name. 
Therefore, the middle initial 
should be included whenever 
possible 

Some mail comes address- 
ed to a married femdle pa- 
tient, using the husband’s 
name, such as Mrs. John 
Doe.’ Then efforts must be 
taken to find out, who is mar- 
ried to whom, thus causing 
further delay. ‘ 

Sometimes mail arrive: 
addressed to just the room 
number. This‘! may not 
always be valid, since a pa- 
tient’s room may change 
several times during his sfa: 
at the hospital. + 

The reception of visito: 
and outside communications 
play a key role in lifting pa- 
tients’ spirits and speeding 
their recovery. They are an 


important link with the out- 
side world, aiding in the 
quick recovery of the pa 
tients Therefore every 
precaution should be taken 
to abidéby the hospital rules 
put forth for the good of the 
patient, the spokesman 
stressed

The Internal Revenue Ser- 
vice has reminded retirees 
who receive pensions or an- 
nuities that beginning Jan. 1, 
1983, federal income taxes 
were required to be withheld 
from the taxable part of 
their payments from these 
plans. 

However, this withholding 
is not compulsory, and any 
retiree can apply for an ex- 
emption. The payer of the

Says ‘acid rain’ bill would put 
state in wheat 21,000 IIlinoisans out of work 


Senator Charles H. Percy 
(R-I.) says “acid rain” 
legislation pending in Con- 
gress which calls for str- 
ingent annual reductions in 
Sulfur dioxide emissions into 
the atmosphere would put 
more than 21,000 Illinois 
mine workers and_ allied 
workers out of work if pass- 
edinto law. 

Addressing the annual 
legislative conference of the 
United Mine Workers 
(UMW) in Springfield, Per- 
cy released the results of two 
studies, conducted by , the 
U.S. Department of Energy 
and the Congressioral 
Research Service of the 
Library of Congress, which 
found: 

—Most utilities now burin- 
ing Illinois coal would switch 
to low sulfur Western coal as 
the least costly way to comp- 
ly with stringent suffur diox- 
ide emissions reductions 
called for in the ‘‘acid rain” 
legislation. 

—By 1995, Illinois coal. pro- 
duction would drop by at 
least 40 percent, or 25:6 
million tons, if the legislation 
becomes law 

—tThe brunt of the decline 
in coal production would be 
felt in six Illinois counties: 
Randolph, Perry, Jackson, 
Williamson, Saline and 
Gallatin. Unemployment in 
these counties, already at 
18.2 percent in December, 
would be driven up to 29 per- 
cent.

estimated. $200 million or 20 
rcent. 

“These casualties would 
be created despite the lack of 
evidence on the benefits 
side, despite the fact that we 
already have an ‘acid rain’ 
strategy in place that re- 
quires up to a 90 percent 
reduction in sulfur dioxide 
emissions sources, and 
despite the belief by. some 
scientists that the 10 million- 
ton sulfur dioxide reduction 
called for by this legislation 
may not save a single fish or 
tree,” Percy said. 

The senator said he favors 
an alternate approach and is 
co-sponsoring legislation in- 
troduced by Senator Robert 
Byrd D-W.Va.) which calls 
for accelerated study of the 
“acid rain’? problem to get 
clear answers no later than 
1987. 

“Our approach says let's 
not wait until 1995, as the 
‘acid rain’ legislation says, 
to bring relief to the sports 


fishing industry of the Nor- 
theast,” Percy said. 

“Let us bring relief in 1984 
through a federal program 
to fund the liming of 
acidified lakes, regardless of 
the cause.” 

Percy noted that the Byrd 
bill, which he fully supports, 
provides for up to 75 percent 
federal support for state lim- 
ing programs similar to . 
those which have suecessful- 
ly cleaned up lakes in 
Sweden. 

“The most important 
aspect of our bill is that. we 
are preserving jobs while we 
are searching for a viable 
solution to the acid rain pro- 
blem — one which is based 
on hard facts and clear 
evidence,” he said.
